Nassau Hall 

June 30, 1783 to November 4, 1783 

Nassau Hall is located in Princeton, New Jersey and was built in 
1756 at a cost of £2,900 for the College of New Jersey. Originally the 
brick-paved halls extended one hundred and seventy-five feet of what 
was the largest stone stmcture in the Colonies. The United States in 
Congress fled to Princeton after being besieged by 300 troops who 
demanded overdue pay. Congress met first in the Prospect House 
while repairs were hastily made to Nassau Hall. 

Founding Facts: The British took possession of Princeton 
Borough and occupied Nassau Hall as a barracks and hospital in 
November of 1776. They were briefly ejected by George Washington 
during the Battle of Princeton but re-occupied the building that 
evening when the Continental Troops marched to the Short Hills of 
New Jersey. After the war Nassau Hall, was found to be in great 
disrepair with "mostly bare partition walls and heaps of fallen plaster."

MEDALLIC WORKS OF ABRAHAM 
AND THOMAS SIMON 

Abraham Simon was born about 1G22, and 
worked as a modeller at an early age in Hol- 
land and Sweden ; after his return to England 
in, or about, lf)42 he became famous for por- 
traiture at the time of the Civil Wars. Most 
of these portraits are supposed to have been 
modelled by him and chased by his younger 
brother Thomas. Thomas was attached to 
the staff of the Tower mint about 1635 ; in 
1645 he became, with Edward Wade, joint 
chief graver and later sole chief graver to the 
Protector, whose great seal he made in 1649 
(postcard no. 15). At the Restoration he lost 
his appointment and Rawlins became chief 
graver ; a dispute between Thomas Simon and 
John Roettiers in 1662, when they were ordered 
to work together on the new milled coinage, 
was decided against Simon, and in the follow- 
ing year he produced his famous pattern crown 
(no. 13), on the edge of which he presents to 
the king his petition, ‘ Thomas Simon most 
humbly prays your Majesty to compare this 
his tryall piece with the Dutch [i. e. Roettiers) 
and if more truly drawn & emboss’d more 
gracefully order'd and more accurately en- 
graven to releive him ’. The petition failed, 
but in the following year he was employed in 
the king’s service to engrave seals, and in 1665 
he died.

ITALIAN MEDALS 


By PiSANEI.LO AND PaSTI 

Antonio Pisano of Verona, called Pisanello, a dis- 
tinguished portrait and animal painter, and the founder 
of the art of the medal, was born about 1395. His 
medals, produced by the method of casting from a wax 
model, are incomparably the best that have ever been 
made. He worked at first especially for the courts of 
the Este at Ferrara (Nos. 4-6), and the Gonzaga at 
Mantua (Nos. 2, 8), also for Sigismondo Malatesta of 
Rimini (No. 7 ). In 1448 he went to Naples and worked 
for Alfonso V of Aragon (Nos. 10, 11). Nothing is 
heard of him from 1449 until his death in 1455. His 
influence on the subsequent development of the medal is 
paramount, though he established no school, properly 
speaking. Matteo de’ Pasti of Verona was perhaps a direct 
pupil of Pisanello. He is first heard of in 1441, and died 
in 146T or 1468. A few of his medals were made at Verona 
or Ferrara (No. 13), but from 1446, when he settled at 
Rimini, it is probable that he confined his work in this 
art to medals of Sigismondo Malatesta (No. 14) and • 
Isotta degli Atti (No. 15\ He was distinguished also 
as architect, sculptor, painter, and miniaturist.
